One  of  the  most  important  matters 
be  disposed  of  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
g  of  the  Alumnae  Association  on 
pril  7,  1951,  will  be  the  election  of 
ficers. 

A  new  President,  two  Viee-Presi- 
;nts,  and  a  Secretary  must  be  chosen 
r  two-year  terms,  and  a  Historian 
r  a  one-year  term,  to  adjust  to  the 
cently-approved  schedule  of  elec- 
)ns. 

The  Nominating  Committee— Eliza- 
:th  (Davis)  Ransom,  '44,  Chairman; 
annie  Mae  Williams,  and  Lind- 
y  (Goolrick)  Hinkle,  '44— will  pre- 
nt  a  slate  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Nominations  may  be  made  from  the 
)or,  according  to  the  Association's 
onstitution. 

A  radical  change  in  the  program  of 
les  payment  has  been  proposed  by 
ie  Board  of  Directors,  pending  ap- 
roval  by  the  membership  at  the  An- 
ral  Meeting  on  April  7  at  Home- 
>ming. 

Impressed  with  the  need  for 
rengthening  both  the  National  As- 
iciation  and  its  subsidiary  Chapters, 
ie  Board  agreed  at  the  October 
leeting  tiiat  membership  in  the  Na- 
onal  Association  should  automatical- 
■  entitle  an  alumna  to  membership 
\  the  Chapter  nearest  her.  The  Board 
jcommended,  therefore,  that  the  fol- 
wing  be  substituted  for  the  second 
:ntence  in  Article  VI  of  the  By- 
aws: 

Dues  shall  be  five  dollars  annual- 
',  to  be  paid  to  the  National  Treas- 
rer,  two  dollars  of  which  shall  be 
wwarded  to  the  Chapter  with  which 

e  alumna  becomes  affiliated  during 
lot  same  year.  (Life  membership 
oes  not  entitle  a  National  member 
<  life  membership  in  a  Chapter.) 

This  change,  if  approved,  will  be- 
)me  effective  June  1,  1951. 


Audrey  Ferrell  Appointed 
Acting  Executive  Sec'y 


As  of  the  latter  part  of  January, 
Audrey  Ferrell  (Mrs.  James  B.),  1615 
Franklin  Street,  Fredericksburg,  has 
taken  over  the  reins  of  the  Associa- 
tion's Executive  Office. 

Because  of  dire  financial  straits,  the 
Executive  Committee,  as  authorized 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  instituted 
the  proposed  "pared-down"  budget, 
which  entailed  only  part-time  secre- 
tarial work.  Diana  Tansill,  Executive 
Secretary,  resigned  becaused  she  was 
not  interested  in  part-time  work.  On 
behalf  of  the  Board  and  the  entire 
membership,  the  President  extended 
to  Diana  sincere  and  grateful  ac- 
knowledgement of  her  efficient  and 
faithful  service. 

Although  Audrey  is  not  an  alum- 
na, she  is  intensely  interested  in  the 
work  of  the  Association,  having 
worked  for  five  years  in  the  treasurer's 
office  at  the  College.  She  has  proved 
herself  wonderfully  efficient  as  our 
Acting  Secretary;  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee reports  that  they  are  highly 
gratified  with  this  speedy  solution  of 
a  pressing  problem. 

Audrey  is  trying  to  set  up  and 
maintain  an  accurate  mailing  list. 
She  urged  that  any  alumna  who  is 
not  receiving  mailing  pieces  notify 
her  at  once.  "Nomadic  MWC  alumnae 
must  learn  to  keep  the  executive  of- 
fice informed  of  their  whereabouts," 
she  declared.  Any  items  for  future 
Alumnotes  should  also  be  addressed 
to  the  Secretary. 

"It  may  be  well  to  add  here,"  the 
Secretary  said,  "that  graduates  are 
recorded  as  'Suzy  Doe,  '49,'  and  that 
non-graduate  alumnae  are  listed  as 
'Jane  Doakes,  ex-'49,'  in  the  class 
with  which  she  would  have  graduat- 
ed. Anyone  who  was  enrolled  as  a 
student  at  MWC  at  any  time  is  con- 
sidered an  alumna  and  is  eligible  for 
membership  in  the  Association,"  she 
concluded.

f/72-Purloined  Letter 


This  scintillating  communique  from 
Barbara  A.  Thomas,  '48,  who  has 
been  with  the  Office  of  Naval  Re- 
search at  its  American  Embassy 
Branch  Office,  London,  since  last 
spring,  breaks  into  print  as  our  first 
mipurloined  letter: 

London,  England 
January  8,    1951 

Dear  fellow  alums, 

Nineteen  fifty-one  has  begun  for 
us  all  and  we  over  here  in  England 
often  wonder  what  our  friends  are 
thinking  and  doing  in  the  U.S.A.  We 
seem  so  far  away  from  the  reality 
of  the  U.S.  that  even  letters  from 
home  seem  to  be  from  a  world  we 
only  vaguely  remember. 

Proverbial  "Merrie  England"  isn't 
so  merry  right  now,  due  to  fuel  short- 
ages, food  shortages  and  bad  weath- 
er. Every  man  who  has  a  spare  pound 
or  two  is  leaving  for  Austria,  Germany 
or  Swtizerland,  in  order  to  see  some 
sun  before  he  forgets  what  it  looks 
like.  Most  of  December  and  January 
so  far  has  been  a  continuous  display 
of  snow,  sleet,  ice,  thaw  and  rain;  and 
if  I  make  it  sound  bad,  don't  dis- 
may, it's  even  worse.  It  is  a  mystery 
to  me  how  the  English  can  maintain 
any  degree  of  humor  in  such  weath- 
er; but  of  course,  there  is  always  July 
to  look  forward  to,  for  there  is  a  ru- 
mor that  the  sun  shines  then. 

In  spite  of  the  weather,  which,  I 
may  add,  is  always  the  topic  of  con- 
versation over  here— in  fact,  one  is 
considered  not  quite  top-drawer  if 
the  weather  is  not  mentioned  at  least 
30  times  in  an  ordinary  conversation 


—London,  that  grande  dame  of  all 
cities,  draws  her  Victorian  skirts 
around  her  and  remains  calm.  Her 
natives  take  all  such  minor  irrita- 
tions as  a  matter  of  course;  not  even 
floods,  flu  epidemics,  or  wars  (which 
are  all  imminent  at  this  time)  can 
shatter  that  sometimes  infuriating  pa- 
tience. It  is,  of  course,  only  the  pam- 
pered Americans  who  shout  that  the 
weather  was  never  like  this  in  Sinne- 
optica  Falls,  and  it  is  quite  true  that 
an  American  with  a  cold  in  London 
in  the  winter  time  is  really  quite  ob- 
noxious. 

But  tolerating  us  as  they  have  tol- 
erated juke  boxes,  milk  bars,  and 
central  heating,  Londoners  are  busily 
keeping  warm  by  adding  up  the  es- 
timated profits  from  this  year's  Fes- 
tival of  Britain,  which  should  take  the 
chill  off  the  Privy  Purse,  if  nothing 
else.  London  is  planning  a  gala  year, 
complete  with  exhibitions  of  science, 
art  and  wonders  of  the  next  2,000 
years.  There  will  be  mammoth  amuse- 
ment centers,  plays  put  on  by  some 
of  Britain's  best  artists,  among  them 
Sir  Laurence  and  Lady  Olivier,  con- 
certs and  all  the  best  features  of  a 
carnival  side  show.  London  is  busily 
converting  its  largest  underground 
station  into  a  hotel,  complete  with  a 
really  red-hot  bed  on  the  third  rail. 
By  all  advance  publicity,  the  Festi- 
val of  Britain  is  going  to  knock  the 
Renaissance,  the  Folies  Bergere  and 
P.  T.  Barnum  into  a  cocked  hat. 

In  spite  of  conspicuously  wearing 
a  certain  seal  with  "Pro  Deo,  Domo, 
Patria"  on  my  chest  at  all  state  oc- 
casions and  when  giving  talks  to  the 
local  flower  shows,  I  have  only  un- 
covered two  MWC  grads  since  over 
here.  Both,  I  am  glad  to  state,  are  big 
successes  in  their  own  fields.  One  is 
Hilda  Parks,  1944,  who,  as  Hildy 
Parks,  is  now  making  a  name  for  her- 
self as  the  only  woman  in  the  London 
production  of  Mr.  Roberts,  starring 
Tyrone  Power.  Miss  Parks'  husband, 
by  the  name  of  Jackie  Cooper  (inci- 
dentally much  more  appealing  now 
than  he  ever  was  as  Skippy)  is  the 
star  of  the  show  as  Ensign  Pulver. 
Hildy  is  the  Navy  nurse  who  has  the 
much-talked-about  freckle.  Mr.  Rob- 
erts is  closing  next  week,  and  Hildy, 
complete  wtih  English  car  and  two 
French  poodles,  Abe  and  George,  will 
go  back  to  New  York  and  do  televi- 
sion work.  Husband  Jackie  will  go, 
too,  naturally.  Lucky  Hilda!  Mary  An- 


nette Klinesmith,  of  the  class  of  '44 
is  a  Fullbright  scholar  at  the  Schoo 
of  Psychology,  University  of  London 
Since  I  am  completely  convinced  tha 
only  the  very  brilliant  achieve  Full 
bright  scholarships  (Miss  Klinesmith': 
modesty  to  the  contrary),  I  approacl 
her  with  great  reverence,  salaaming 
gracefully,  and  making  sure  that  non< 
of  my  neuroses  is  showing. 

Since  I  have  never  been  unfortu 
nate  enough  to  be  mauled  by  th< 
crowds  in  Times  Square  on  Nev 
Year's  Eve,  this  year  I  approachec 
Piccadilly  Circus,  the  Times  Squan 
of  London,  from  Regent  Street,  anc 
after  dislodging  an  old  lady  and  ; 
sailor  from  my  coat  pockets,  climbec 
on  the  head  of  the  nearest  man,  an( 
from  my  vantage  point,  proceeded  t< 
watch  the  fun.  Even  though  the  gen 
tie  rain  which  droppeth  from  heavei 
was  indeed  droppething  somethinj 
like  Niagara  Falls  overflowing,  every 
one  was  in  high  spirits,  and  even  tb 
cagey  little  pickpockets  were  having 
their  pockets  picked.  Picadilly  Circu 
was  lit  up,  so  were  all  the  people 
and  a  Scotsman  was  trying  to  climl 
Eros,  the  statue  in  the  middle  of  tb 
Circus.  He  didn't  make  it,  but  now 
know  what  Scotsmen  wear  under  thei 
kilts.  As  the  clock  tolled  12,  everyon 
sang  Auld  Lang  Syne  in  their  nativ 
Hindustani,  Botu,  Welsh,  and  Cock 
ney,  and  the  ones  who  were  not  sing 
ing  were  noisily  doing  the  "Hokey 
Cokey,"  a  16th-century  dance  which 
after  a  few  failures,  has  become  ver 
popular  in  20th-century  Londor 
However,  I  do  think  that  most  of  u 
stopped  a  moment,  and  wished  for  i 
wonderful  1951  for  everybody  in  th 
world,  plus  a  little  prayer  that  every 
thing  will  right  itself  during  this  yeai 
There  was  a  wee  bit  of  nostalgia  fo 
home,  but  this  was  rectified  when  w 
saw  some  American  service  men  sing 
ing  "God  Save  The  King"  with 
bunch  of  British  boys— so  loud  tha 
I'm  sure  the  King  could  hear  it  ii 
Buckingham  Palace,  a  mile  away. 

So,  in  closing  this  rambling  episth 
I'm  sure  that  all  MWC  alumnae  wh 
are  scattered  all  over  the  world  wil 
join  me  in  wishing  the  best  to  yoi 
all  in  the  States.  There's  no  plac 
like  home,  especially  when  it  has  cen 
tral  heating  and  milk  shakes.

Miss  Calhoun,  29,  a  gradu- 
ate student  at  the  University 
of  Virginia,  ivas  found  detad 
early  yesterday  afternoon  at  Ol- 
ivet Presbyterian  Church,  on 
the  White  Hall  Road,  after  be- 
ing missing  from  her  home 
since  Sunday  night.  She  was 
found  in  the  family  car,  parked 
beside  the  church. 

Coroner  E.  D.  Davis  said  she 
took  her  life  with  monoxide  gas 
from  the  automobile's  exhaust. 

She  was  reported  missing  to 
local  police  Monday  night  by 
her  brother  James  after  he  had 
been  unable  to  locate  her  at 
homes  of  her  acquaintances.  A 
general  alarm  was  issued  yes- 
terday morning  after  she  failed 
to  appear  for  classes  at  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Her  parents,  who  were  en 
route  to  Mexico  on  a  vacation 


trip,  arrived  from  Louisiana  at 
Washington  National  Air)>ort 
this  morning. 

Miss  Calhoun  was  born  Sep- 
tember 10,  1921.  After  attend- 
ing Charlottesville  schools,  she 
attended  Mary  Washington 
College  of  the  University  of 
Virginia,  Fredericksburg,  re- 
ceiving a  B.S.  degree  in  1943. 
She  returned  to  Charlottesville 
and  entered  the  offices  of  C.  F. 
Cassell  and  Company,  Inc.,  in- 
vestment brokers,  and  later 
went  to  Washington,  where  she 
was  in  the  employ  of  the  State 
Department.  From  1946  to 
1948  was  statistician  at  the 
Peoples  National  Bank  in  Char- 
lottesville. At  the  time  of  her 
death  she  was  a  second-year 
student  in  the  Graduate  De- 
partment at  the  University, 
where  she  was  specializing  in 
statistics. 

Miss  Calhoun  icas  a  past 
vice-president  of  the  Charlottes- 
ville Business  and  Professional 
Women's  Club  and  a  member 
of  the  University  League.  She 
had  recently  been  elected  to 
Lychnos,  honor  academic  schol- 
arship society. 

Besides  her  parents,  she  is 
survived  by  two  brothers,  John 
T.  Calhoun,  Wichita,  Kansas, 
and  James  W.  Calhoun,  of 
Charlottesville. 

Funeral  services  will  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Wat- 
kins,  pastor  of  the  First  Meth- 
odist Church. 

Interment  will  follow  in  the 
Calhoun  family  plot  at  Olivet 
Presbyterian    Church.
